E ditorializing on this dispatch the 
Novoe V rem va says it is no longer 
“ the yellow peril” which E urope and 
A m erica are facing and refers to the 
w ords of a French savant, who when 
asked how long th*> w ar would last re­ 
plied: 
“Two hundred years. 
E urope 
does not seem to un d erstan d the te r ­ 
rible tru th ." 
T he Novoe 
V rem ya predicts 
th a t 
" th e eaig m a of the future historian 
will be th e indifference, even th e hos­ 
tility. of som e E uropean nation s to­ 
w ard 
the 
great struggle 
betw een 
Ja p a n and R ussia, w hich is in reality 
a conflict betw een Asia and E urope,” 
and quotes the words of th** vice gov­ 
ern or of Jeru salem on th e revolt of 
A rabians in Asiatic T urk ey to show' 
th e deep-seated h atred of A siatics for 
E uro peans and to show' th e peril of 
E urope is “not th e yellow peril, but 
th e Asiatic peril.”

ON ITEMS IN OMNIBUS AP­ 


PROPRIATION BILL. 


SENATE RESTORES THE APPRO­ 


PRIATIONS STRICKEN 
OUT 


BY THE HOUSE. 


St. Paul. April 1 7 - A breach exists 
between the house and the senate In 
the consideration of the omnibus ap­ 
propriation bill. 
W ishing to prevent 
an increase In tax 
levy, the house 
strutk out Items amounting to $190,- 
060. 
The senate restored these and 
added two other items, amounting to 
$16,000, so that the bill as passed by 
the senate carries $205,000 more than 
it did when it left the house. 
The bill as amended by the senate 
will go to the house for concurrence 
Monday, the last day of the session 
on which bills can be passed, and as 
the house m em bers are persistent In 
their claim that the appropriation» 
should bo kept down it Is probable 
that the two houses will have a hard 
time to agree. 
As passed by the senate the bill 
carries appropriations 
amounting to 
$4/273,119, about $300,000 more than 
than was carried by the omnibus ap­ 
propriation bill of twfo years ago. 
To 
meet this, 
the joint 
com m ittee on 
finance has drafted a bill, which will 
he introduced Monday, providing that 
$1,200,000 
shall be raised 
from the 
state tax In 1906 
and $1,0<»0,000 in 
19* <7. 
A 
the present valuation of taxable 
proper»\ 
in the senate 
amounts to 
about 
$870,000,000, those who 
favor 
economy Insist that th** state tax will 
have to be increased from 1 mill to 
1.4 mills in 1906 and 1.2 in 1907. The 
authors of the bill reply that in esti­ 
mating the amount to be raised by 
the state tax they did not count on 
the $t‘>o0,000 additional 
tax on the 
gross earnings of railroads ea< h year, 
and that if this sum is collected with­ 
out litigation then 
will be a surplus 
to this extent in the state treasury, 
thus making possible a lower h vv in 
the suet ceding year.

St. Paul, April 17.—A breach exists 
between the house and the senate In 
the consideration of the omnibus ap­ 
propriation bill. 
Wishing to prevent 
rn increase in tax 
levy, the house 
struck out items amounting to $190,- 
000. The senate restored these and 
added two other items, amounting to 
$15,000, so that, the hill as passed by 
the senate carries $205,000 more than 
It did when it left the house. 
The bill as amended by the senate 
will go to the house for concurrence 
Monday, the last day of the session 
on which hills can be passed, and as 
the house members are persistent in 
their claim that the appropriations 
should bo kept down it is probable 
that the two houses will have a hard 
time to agree. 
As passed by the senate the bill 
carries appropriations 
amounting to 
$4,273,11$, about $300,000 more than 
than was carried by the omnibus ap­ 
propriation bill of two years ago. 
To 
meet this, 
the joint 
committee on 
finance has drafted a bill, which will 
be Introduced Monday, providing that 
51,200,000 
shall be raised 
from the 
state tax iii 1906 
and $1,000,000 In 
1907. 
As the present valuation of taxable 
property 
in the senate 
amounts to 
about 
$870,000,000, those who 
favor 
economy insist that the state tax will 
have to be increased from I mill to 
1.4 mills in 1906 and 1.2 in 1907. The 
authors of the bill reply that in esti­ 
mating the amount to be raised by 
the state tax they did not count on 
the $600,000 additional 
tax on the 
gross earnings of railroads ea< h year, 
and that if this sum is collected with­ 
out litigation there will be a surplus 
to this extent in the state treasury, 
thus making possible a lower I, vy in 
the succeeding year. 
Following are the amounts on which 
the house and senate are at variance:

$100,000; auditorium, school of agri­

After a Heated Debate. 
After a heated debate the house re­ 
duced the appropriation for the main 
building at the state university from 
$400,000 to $300,000. 
The1 appropria­ 
tions for the auditorium at the school 
pf agriculture, the model school at the 
St. Cloud normal and the ponds at 
the 
Glenwood 
fish 
hatchery 
were 
stricken out. 
The senate accepted all of the in­ 
creases made by the house, amount­ 
ing to $122,750, 
as follows; Cottage 
at Anoka asylum, $40,000; cottage at 
Hastings asylum, 
$40,000; fund for 
railroad and warehouse commission, 
$20,000; dairy and food department, 
$10,000; main building at Rochester 
hospital, 
$6,000; 
dairy building 
at 
Grand Rapids experiment station, $2,- 
000; storehouse, Camp iAkeview, $2,- 
000; state librarian, $1,250; public in­ 
struction, $1,000; park at Dalles of the 
Ft. Croix, $500. 
The bill as 
amended passed 
the 
senate by a vote of 45 to 0. 
The 
omnibus 
appropriation 
bill 
passed the house Saturday by a vote 
of 102 years to 20 nays. 
Minnesota will have an inheritance 
tax law when the bill by Representa­ 
tive 
LI. Ward 
Stone of 
Morris 
is 
signed by the governor. 
The house 
on motion of Mr. Stone Saturday con­ 
curred in the senate amendments to 
the bill 
and repassed the 
measure 
without 
discussion. 
The 
bill 
as 
amended makes no distinction between 
direct and collateral Inheritances or 
any of the beneficiaries, 
all inherit­ 
ances or bequests being taxed at the 
same rate. 
No tax is imposed on in­ 
heritances or bequests of less than 
$10,000. 
The management 
of the South St. 
Paul stock yards imposes no unrea­ 
sonable charges on shippers, according 
to the report of the house special in­ 
vestigating committee 
made to the 
house Saturday.

Never in th© history of Northern Min­ 
nesota has n more brutal crime l>een com­ 
mitted than that which was brought to 
light Bunday morning, 
when Frank 
Ooencn and Phil. Kintop, of Little 1 alls 
searching for the latter'« sister, found 
her lifeless.s body, mutilated and almost 
nude, lying in a thick growth of bushes 
near the roadside, one half mile north­ 
west of Darling station. 
A short dis­ 
tance away and lying in the culvert by 
the railroad track, were found the girl s 
pocket book, which had been empt 
ied, nnd several parcels which she 
been carrying when waylaid. 
On Saturday A p rils Anna Kintop 
left the home of her parents, about two 
miles northeast of Darling station, to 
go to Little Falls and visit her sister, 
Mrs. Frank Coenenand to do some shop­ 
ping. On Monday she returned home, 
leaving Little Falls at about 5:55 and 
arriving at Darling at about 0:30, where 
she waited for a short time in the gen­ 
eral store, expecting some members of 
the family to come and meet her. 
Af- 
ter waiting for some time she concluded 
th a t no one was coming and started to 
walk home, this being the last time that 
she was seen alive. 
Saturday morning, Mr. and Mrs. Kin* 
t >p, tho parents, accompanied by their 
young son, Phil, went t> Little Falls to 
lo some marketing and when they heard 
th at their daughter had left Little Falls 
on the preceding Monday, they were 
very much alarmed. 
Investigation at 
the depot showed th at she had been 
granted a permit to ride on the way 
freight and the clerk in tho Darling 
store told of having seen her start for 
her home Monday evening 
Tho body was found lying on the 
right side almost nude, a skirt being 
thrown 
over the cowering 
remains. 
Vbout the neck was a handkerchief, 
tightly knotted, which evidently caused 
strangulation, and the head was found 
to be a mass of bruises. The hands 
were raised in an attitude of defence 
and the face was bloody and contorted 
as in suffering and fear. 
The officials of Morrison county are 
doing all they can to ferret the matter 
out. 
An inquest will be held at a late 
hour this afternoon.

Was Pound by a Brother 


the Murdered Girl and 


Her Cousin 


Never in the history of Northern Min­ 
nesota has a more brutal crime been com­ 
mitted than that which was brought to 
light Sunday morning, when Frank 
Coenen and Phil. Kintop, of Little Falls 
searching for tho tatters sister, found 
her lifelesss body, mutilated and almost 
nude, lying in a thick growth of bushes 
near the roadside, one half mile north­ 
west of Darling station. A short dis­ 
tance away and lying in the culvert by 
the railroad track, were found the girl a 
pocket book, which had been erupt 
ied, and several parcels which she had 
been carrying when waylaid. 
On Saturday April 8 Anna Kintop 
left the home of her b ren ts, about two 
miles northeast of Darling station, to 
go to Little Falls and visit her sister, 
Mrs. Frank Coenen and to do some shop­ 
ping. On Monday she returned home, 
leaving Little Falls at about •>;•>•> and 
arriving at Darling at about 6:30, where 
she waited for a short time in the gen­ 
eral store, expecting some members of 
the family to come and meet her. Af­ 
ter waiting for some time she concluded 
that no one was coming and started to 
walk home, this being the last time that 
she was seen alive. 
Saturday morning, Mr. and Mrs. Kin- 
t>p, the parents, accompanied by their 
young son, Phil, went t > Little Falls to 
do some marketing and when they heard 
that their daughter had left Little Falls 
on the preceding Monday, they were 
very much alarmed. 
Investigation at 
the depot showed that she had been 
granted a permit to ride on the way 
freight and the clerk in the Darling 
store told of having seen her start for 
her home Monday evening 
Tho body was found lying on the 
right side almost nude, a skirt being 
thrown over the cowering 
remains. 
About the neck was a handkerchief, 
tightly knotted, which evidently caused 
strangulation, and the head was found 
to be a mass of bruises. Tho hands 
were raised in an attitude of defence 
and the face was bloody and contorted 
as in suffering and fear. 
The officials of Morrison county are 
doing all they can to ferret the matter 
out. An inquest will be held at a late 
hour this afternoon.

aware that Hiles have supplied m As­ 
tore in desert countries to travelers 
dying of thirst and thus saved their 
lives. 
In tin* great Sahara some time ago, 
says Pearson’* Weekly, a globe trotter, 
who wanted water badly, found it pos­ 
sible to collect a drink out of the mere 
dampness of the sand. 
Ile sunk the 
barrel of his gun into the ground and 
It collected enough moisture in the 
bore to stay his thirst. A timely suck 
at a gun muzzle has saved many lives 
in the sun scorched deserts of the 
tropics. 
Water ran short on a merchant ves­ 
sel In mid-Atlantic not long ago, and 
the crew did not know what to do to 
obtain a drink. 
The captain, however, 
hit upon a brilliant idea. 
lie had a number of sporting guns 
in his cabin, and, taking them on deck, 
he plugged up the breech ends, filled 
the bores with sea water and set them 
them end up among the coals of the 
galley Art*. 
As the steam gathered he ran it 
through other gun barrels until it cool­ 
ed. 
The steam collected in the shape 
of excellent fresh water, and in this 
way the crew were supplied with suf- 
ficient moisture until the vessel touch­ 
ed port. 
If you were to drop into the houses 
of the French peasants you would be 
Struck with the fact that practically 
every man and woman poked his or her 
fire with a bayonet.

substitute. 
Ile discovered a Caledonian railway 
time table, with the railway map at­ 
tacked. This helped him out of his dif­ 
ficulty, for it acted splendidly as a sea 
guide. The Ruth cut across the Atlan­ 
tic and after sailing up the west coast 
of Scotland dropped her anchor safely 
in Oban buy. 
Without tills railway map the cap­ 
tain would never have got his vessel 
safely through the intricate channels. 
Good steel wasn’t obtainable when 
the Germans wished to manufacture 
some new Titles for their army, so they 
purchased 
tons of 
horseshoe 
nails 
which had been kicked about the roads 
of the world by horses innumerable. 
The gunmakers found them a perfect 
substance for the manufacture of rifle 
barrels, for the nails, made originally 
of the beat metal obtainable, had re­ 
ceived from tile constant pounding of 
tho horses’ feet on hard roads u pecul­ 
iar annealing ami toughening. 
It is quite possible Unit you are wear­ 
ing on your hands today drawn lip 
lawyers’ briefs or ancient title deeds. 
When kid loather was at a premium 
the French glove makers hunted high 
ami low fur a substitute. 
One firm, 
more ingenious thau the rest, bought 
up old parchments of all descriptions. 
They carefully removed the ink marks 
and eventually turned the cleaned 
parchment into gloves. 
Rver since that particular firm has 
supplied Britain with finest French 
kid gloves made of parchment. 
The 
vellum clippings left over when the 
gloves are made are bolled down and 
turned into letter cases aud purses. 
The British forces were about to 
cross the Elands river during tho late 
Boer war when It was discovered that 
it was impossible to construct a trestle 
bridge across it, for the bed of tile 
river was nothing but quicksand.

cargo steamer had saved the dam.

Neva District Patrolled by Troops and 
Police. 
St. Petersburg, 
April 
17.—Almost 
a state of siege exists in the Neva 
quarter owing to the suspension of 
the Putiloff iron works.
